BODY CAVITIES: The usual Y-shaped incision is made. The viscera lie in their 

usual positions* TTiere is no abnormal accumulation of blood or fluid, 

CAR DIO- VASCULAR SYSTEM: The heart weighs 295 grams. There is moderately 

severe atherosclerosis but no occlusion is present at any point, Thera is no 
infarction I old or recent. The valves are nor;ual* The aorta shovjs moderate 
atherosclerosis , 

RESPIRATORY SYSTEM; The larynx and trachea are patent. The left lung weighs 
675 grams. The right lung weighs 850 grams. Both lungs were partly adherent 
to the chest wall by fibrincpurulent adhesions, particularly the right lower 
lobe which is almost completely adherent to the chest wall by such lesions. 

On cut section into the lungs there are diffuse confluent bronchopneur.cn ic 
areas v?ith almost complete consolidation of the right lower lobe. In addition, 
there is marked enphysena of the entire lungs, 

GASTRO^I'fTESTINAL SYSTEM: The ei>phagus Is intact. The stomach, small 

intestines and colon show no hemorrhage or ulceration. The liver is red-brown 
in color, normal in size and shape and on cut section shows moderate central 
congestion, T7:e gall bladder is distended with bile. The pancreas is normal, 

SPLEEN; The spleen weighs 12 S grains , On cut section the pulp is very soft, 

ADRENALS: These show no henorrhage or necrosis. 

GENITO-liRIh'ARY SYSTEM; The both kidneys are normal in size and shape and 
pale reddish tan in color. There is no infection or hemorrhage, 

CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM; Tne scalp is reflected in the usual manner. The 
calvarium is reFLOved, There is no hemorrhage in the scalp n or is there 
fracture of the skull. The dura is of normal translucency , The leptor.eninges 
arc thin and delicate. The brain weighs USD grams. There are no contusions 
or softenings in any part of the brain. The dura is str^ed from the base of

U- S. Secret Service Agent Rufus 
Youngh!ood> who is President 
Johnson-s chief bodyguard, is slat- 
ed to become the new Dtrecior of 
the FBI when 71-year-old J. Bcigar Hoover retires and 
the FBI and Secret Service are merged. 

Youngblood shoved Vice President Johnson to the 
floor of Ins car in Dallas on Nov* 22, 1 963, and threw 
himself upon him when President Kennedy was assassi- 
nated. 

There is deep resentment in tlic FBI over LBJ’s 
choice for the top Federal gumshoe fob. The powerful 
Society of Former FBI Agents is quietly mobiH^ing its 
5,000 members for the &loT\^g-devcloping battle in 
Congress over who will eventually replace Hoover, The 
former FBI agents want Hoover's successor picked from 
the ranks of the FBI, The agent-lobbyists are urging 
their congressmen to vote for Congressman H. Allen 
Smith's and Congressman Samuel Devine's bills re- 
quiring Hoover's successor bo selected from the FBI 
ranks and be designated by the Presidont and confirmed 
by the Senate for a long term appointment* (Bodi 
Smith and Devine are former FBI agents*) 

However, Youngblood has won the beart-Mt grati- 
tude and confidence of tlio President and he wants to 
bestow this high honor upon his faithful bodyguard 
before he leaves the White House. 
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Columnist Drew Pearson is spear- 
heading a vicious smear campaign 
to discredit J. Edgar Hoover in 
behalf of Bobby Baker, Fred 
Black, Jimmy Hoffa, Eddie Levinson, Cad Cohen, Moe 
DaJU^ and a host of others of like repute* All of them 
have been indicted and several convicted of felonies* 
Pearson is also attacking Hoover for arresting Soviet 
spies* So it appears that Pearson is tiy^ing to discredit 
Hoover in behalf of the Soviet Union, 

Beginning Feb. 7, 1966, Pearson started a fulLscale 
jsmear campaign against Mr. Hoover. He blasted 
Hoover for the FBI tapping of telephone wires in the 
organised crime drive ordered by Attorney GenerEl 
Bobby Kennedy in early 1961. Pearson knew that 
Kennedy ordered electronic surveillance because he 
printed Kennedy's confidential directive granting per- 
mission to aU Federal investigative agencies to u^e 
listening devices to secure infonnation in the national 
crime drive* But now Pearson centers blame entirely 
on the FBI Director despite the fact that Kennedy's 


successor as Attorney General, Nick Kat^enbaeh, has 
admitted that he himself authorised wiretaps. 

In hts Feb* 7lh column Pearson wrote r '"One bug was 
discovered in the bed of Carl Cohen of the Sands 
Flotd,” and he reiterated this ebarge again in his 
column of Sept. 5, 1966, Pearson is deeply concerned 
about the Constitutional rights of Mr, Cohen, 

Who is Cari Cohen? Let's take a look at this person 
that Pearson so valiantly defends against "invasions of 
privacy" by Mr. Hoover. 

Cohen comes from the tough Cleveland mob o£ 
bootleggers, hijackers and gamblers headed by Moc 
Dalitz who started “muscling in” on Las Vegas in 1947. 

“I came to Vegas and all I had to my name,” said 
Cohen, "was a thorough background In gambling. I 
don't mind saying I was one of the best dice dealers in 
America ” This smart,, tough hoodlum is capable of 
taldnig care of his own civil rights without any help 
from Pearson; if he can't, he can always turn to the 
powerful mob headed by Joseph “Doc” Siacher, New 
Jersey gangster, who beat a criminal income tax rap by 
paying a minimal S10,00Q fine and promising to go 
into voluntarily exile In Israel. 

"Doc” is a native of Russia, but he did not relish to 
return there* it is hard for an unoriented gambler to 
make a fix there. Incidentally* “Doc” is the best under- 
world fixer in the business* He has escaped more raps 
than any other hood of this century* He is now running 
the Sands and other dip Joints from Israel; Carl Cohen 
h "Doc's” top front man at the Sands* Another heavy 
investor in the Sands is Isadore Blumenfdd, who w'as 
knosvn as Kid Cann duriag the decades when he was 
czar of the Minneapolis underworld; he has been 
indicted for several murders but managed to get mis- 
trials or hung juries; the FBI finally nailed Blumenfdd 
on a bribery and perjury charge and he was sentenced 
to eight years' imprisonment; after imprisoned two 
years he was released because of ill healdi* Now ‘The 
Kid” and his two brothers known as Harry Bloom and 
Yiddy Bloom owm some of the biggest plush resort 
hotels in Miami. 

Frank Sinatra owns si 9% interest in the Sands* 
Hank Greenspun has an interest m the Sands. Sinatra 
and Greenspun are now bosom pals, but 13 years ago 
tliey were on the verge of murdering each other, Frankie 
made a threatening remark on the phone and Hank 
challenged him to meet him in true old West stjle, and 
Hank invited Frankie to bring his gunman-bodyguard 
along w'Uh him. But Frankie got second ihought3 when 


ht remembered that Hank came lo Las Vega^ in 1947 
a$ fixst lieutenant to the New York mobster^ Bugsy 
SiegcL who boasted he killed nine men. The list of. 
investors In the Sands rends like the Who's Who of the 
underivorM. But Drew* pearSDn castigates Hoover for 
invading the sacicd privacy of Cohen's gangland pals. 

Pearson is even more deeply concerned about pro- 
tecting the Conslitutioiml rights of Eddie l.evmsoji, a 
reahy big-time Las Vegas rackets^r, who is a business 
partner of Bobby Baker in several enterprises. Bakerj 
Levinson and Jack Anderson, Pearson's chief legman 
and heir-apparent* are all stockholdera in the District 
of Columbia National Bank. They got in as ground* 
floor stockholders when this bank was granted a charter 
a few years ago. 

Vice President Hubert Humphrey' legal adviser and 
chief campaign fund collector. Max M, Kampelman, 
and Baker w'angled a charter for the D, C. National 
Bank through polittcid pressure; Kanipelman became a 
director and generai counselor for the new" bank. And 
Bobby Baker promptly obtained two unsecured loans 
from the bank, one for Si 0,000, another for $125,000. 

Pearson's career as a battler for the constitutional 
rights and right of privacy for gamblers, hoods, pimps, 
racketeers, communists and assorted criminal types 
would seem to stand in contrast to his activlLies as an 
avid publisher of letters stolen from the private, sealed 
files of anti-communists. Apparently Pearson Is too 
busy as a procurer of stolen goods, an accomplice of 
tliicves, keyhole peepers and worse to see the contra- 
diction. 

Incidentally, Morris Beatle, a Washington journalist 
who has followed Pearson's career for many years, 
has now offered a revvard of $1000 to anyone who can 
describe a creature more repulsive than the Garbage 
Man, as Pearson is commonly known. If interested in tlie 
contest, send your entry' to Bealle at 939 N, Kenmore 
St., Arlington, Va, 2220L You can also purchase a 
copy of Bealle's biography of Pearson, All America 
Louse, at the same address for $2. Bcallc does not 
hesitate to brand Pearson as a “blackmailer" and “an 
unregistered foreign agent" for communist Russia. 

Washingtojt Observtr has also learned that a 
second Washington newsman has written a book on 
Pearson, and it will be out very soon. 

The big question remains' why is it necessary to 
W'dste time and printers' ink on Drew Pearson? What 
is die powerful subversive force svhich is able to keep 
his filth in over 500 new'spapers? 
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Senator Robert F, Kennedy (D, NY) is 
not one to forget a personal grudge, 
though he may appear to forgive and 
forget for political advantage. 

Bobby privately blames House Speaker John Mc- 
Cormack and former Speaker Sum Rayburn for stop- 
ping his brother's ''New Frontier" legislative program. 
To close friends Bobby has pointed out that LBJ’s 


“Great Society" was just his brother's program re- 
named. 

Although Speaker McCormack balked at ihe "New 
Frcmier," he instrumental in pushing LBJ's “Great 
Society” through Confess. Bobby will never forget. 

Inddemally, Bobby claims tint lie will not make 
a run for the Presidency in 196S bui will wait for 1972. 
However, sources close to him say that he is merely 
following the usual Kennedy family strategy of always 
ciiming at two targets simultaneously and, at ihc last 
moment, being prepared to make a lightningdike de- 
cision lo hit the target which is most opportune. 

One thing need ling Bobby to make his stab at the 
top job early is hb wife, Ethd. \Vhen she found out 
about hi^ romance with tlie late Marilyn Monroe, 
she threatened to divorce him. Bobby has been on his 
good behavior ever since, realising that a divorce 
w^uld kill his political ambitions.

The basis of this statement has been provided to ^ 
WashingtoiV Oj^sE^ver by a professional source con- 
nected with the television industry and emanates orig- 
inally from the cameiamen who were at the Main Street 
car ramp of the Diillas, Court House on Sunday morn-'“ 
ing, November 24, 1963. Here is their story: 

The authorities who were keeping Osw^ald jailed in..- 
thc Court House on the charge of shooting fo death a 
Dallas policeman, Jefferson Davis Tippit, and" „oa_ 
suspicion of having assassinated President Kennedy, had 
announced that at 10 o'clock a.m. they were going to 
move the suspected assassin to safer place.*’ So the 
Dallas television station stationed two cameramen at the 
Main Street car ramp, through which Oswald vras

The movie cameras w-ere running since before 10 
a.m., filming the movement of people in and out of 
the Court House, and the Dallas police and FBI men 
who w-ere guarding the entrance and allowing in, or 
turning back, people who wanted to enter the Court 
House. It was the FBI who turned back Mrs. Oswald, 
the mother of Lee Harvey Oswald. Then at about ll : 19 
a.m. — 79 minutes after the lime which had been set to 
move Oswald “to a safer place*' — the FBI and the 
Dallas police let through two men, one of whom was 
Jack Ruby and the other one “a high official of the 
Justice Department." 

It was the latter's appearance at the side of Ruby 
which caused the FBI men to respectfully let Ruby_I 
through without frisking Mm, The two cameras regis- 
tered on film the features of both men and their 
progress into the Dallas Court House* Within a fraction 
of a minute, Ruby had shot to death the handcuffed 
Oswald, 

The Dallas TV station never showed that bit of 
film, nor did any other station here or abroad. Tt 
was declared to have been spoiled — in the case of both 
cameras at once. Actually, the film was confiscated 
from the TV station by Texas Attorney General, Wag- 
goner Carr. 




AVhat happened to thOiC films after that 
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known for cmain. It is believed U)ai Carr uirncd 
theim over to the Justice Depanment In Wasbln^iioii, 
D. C., but only affer ntakjng stveral copies, as a 
measure of self-pootcctjtm and to insure smooth future 
dealings with the Department, As a precaution, too* 
Carr has abstained from putting tlie incriminaiing film 
copies in safes in bank vaults, where Federal agents can 
pick the locks with modem technEques, and from 
whence documents such as those have been known to 
disappear without trace. 

As far as is know-n, copies of this incrimmatmg 
film have been secreted at safer locales than hank safes* 
and at least one of those copies has been taken out of 
the country.

I looked into this lead a year ago, and disid-ssed it as not proauctlre. 
The only reason I bring it up again is that Eunice, Lousiana came up 
in conr.ootlon with Hose Cheracii, Ruby's enplcyco who was thrown out of 
a car there. Eunice is where I contacted Joyce Pitre, and it may be 
only coincidence that she lived there, certainly I wouldn't suggest ycu 
spend tine looking into this unless it happens to dovetail with some- 
thing else you already know. 

In early December, 1966 I was in Sunset, La. shooting an assignment 
for ICOK, Late in the day we stopped in a Negro cafe on rout© 190 
and I was talking about the assassination to a LOOK editor and several 
other people. We were approached by the waitress, a good looking, 
light skinned Negro girl about 20, who said she agreed with cy view of 
the assassination (I was taking about Ruby-Oswald associations) and in 
fact knew that Ruby and Oswald were friends. She said a friend of hers 
had a plctTire o£ them together in the CbmcriJCHt Carousel Club. She said 
her friend, who she called "Cherry* (could this be G5u:ra5fcoc Cheraml?) 
used to be a stripper for Ruby but left before the assassination and 
lanubdtTDcka was deathly afraid of being killed. She said she thought 
she could ^et ahold of the pictui’o because although Cherry was very 
afraid, she also had a drug habit snd (she imp5.ied heroin) and needed 
money badly. (The dnigs end the stripper's Job also seen to tie In 
with Rose Cheratnl.) The waitress whose name was Joyce Pitre shx said 
she worked in Dallas before the aaacssination (she later admitted she 
was a prostitute there) and knew a lot of girls who knew Ruby, 

I talked her stoiy over with the LOOK editor, and wo agreed that while 
the story seemed improbably, Joyce didn't seem to be conning us, and In 
any case a possibility as important at this one Bhad to be checked out. 
Pnnn Jonc.s checked without success for a stripper named Cherry in Dapaa 
and later I tried (l talked to Pappy Dels on and a number of other people) 
without success. >ieanwhile Joyce promised me she would contact Cherry 
who she expected to visit her in Eunice. She said she had no address 
for Cherry in Dallas* I called Joyce frequently for about a month. 

She led a very irregular life, was sometimes away visiting relatives 
in S±r>:Rhsxlir3 Lake Charles, Cherry never showed up. She kept tclligg 
me "inayre next week" , and finally wrote me the attached letter. At 
this point I gave up the investigation^ BiSxSfx but I often wondered if 
she reallTjt did know more than she admitted and p(it me off in the end 
because she became scared by the Irnpllcations of what she was doing,

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"Coincidences” re Jeck Ruby: 


1. Ruby in New Orlecns ; 

Ruby visited New Orleans in June, 3963, to obtain 
the services of ''Jada” as his featured performer (WCR - 
PB p. 703) . This was about 5 months before the assassina- 
tion and duriiTg the period Oswald was also here and 
active with his FPCC (Oswald was arrested August 9 and 
interviewed by Lt. Francis Martello, N.O.P.D. This 
report should be obtained). The V7CR also mentions Ruby's 
fondness for horse-racing (WCR - PB p. 707) and its possible 
he visited here during the racing season. 

2. Ruby's Timing re Oswald Death ; 

All news media reported that Oswald would be moved 
from the Dallas Jail at 10:00 A. M. on November 24 (Sunday). 
All reporters and TV cameras consequently arrived at 10:00 
A. M. Ruby says he decided Sunday morning to kill 
Oswald, but didn't leave his apartment until just before 
11:00 A. M. and proceeded to the jail. He arrived in the 
basement at approximately 11:19 or 11:20 A. M. Oswald 
was brought out at 11:21 A. M. and was shot by Ruby. 

(WCR - PB p. 332) . 

Point: Ruby evidently knew precisely when 

Oswald would be moved. Also, there is some doubt as to 
how he gained entry to the basement (credentials were re- 
quired to be shown at all entrances) . 

3. Ruby and FPCC : 

Ruby visited police headquarters on Friday evening 
where he viewed Oswald with reporters. Then, at a 
press conference with D.A. Wade, the D.A said that 
Oswald belonged to the "Free Cuba Committee", whereupon 
Ruby and several reporters corrected V7ade saying that 
it was the "Fair Play for Cuba Conunittee". 

(WCR-pb. p.318) 

4. Ruby Comment on President's Assassination : 

Ruby heard of the assassination at the offices 
of the Dallas Morning News. He called his sister, Eva 
Grant, and then made the remark to John Newman, a 
newspaper employee, "John, I will have to leave Dallas." 

He admits this and gives a weak explanation. (WCR - PB 
p.313).

Look, this is kind of a long story, but i was on the 
job working for Texas Estimates on the day of the Assassination 
of John F, Kennedy, about thirty minutes before it happened. I 
was v;a Iking between two buildings, about a half a block off 
Lemon Avenue, which was the Motorcade Route. i was crossing the 
street and I stepped out in the street and i was hit by this 
"gal*' in a Cadillac, license number, Louisiana License Number, 
541-98S, and her name was JEANETTE CONFORTO. She was in Dallas 
on that day. She was employed by the Carousel Club, JACK RUBY. 

She made the statement to the company Security people, 
since they were on the 'accident job* and they questioned her. 

She was in a hurry to get to New Orleans right away and she made 
the statement. They asked if they could get a hold of her on 
the job at the Carousel Club and she said, no, the nite-club 
would not be open that night. That's a Friday night, sounds 
kind of unusual. As it turned out, it wasn't open but it was 
because of the assassination, and she had this fellow that was 
with her, I can't remember his name, it wasn*t on the accident 
report. 


They carried me over to a clinic to be X-rayed and it 
all happened while l was in the clinic. They were actually with 
me at the clinic when it happened* it came over the radio and 
he told me a long line of stuff that turned out not to be true, 

I don't know, I just thought you people might be 
interested in getting seme of this information. This information 
I understand was given to the FBI by the Company Security Chief 
but nothing ever came out about it, like in the warren Report 
or anything, (Was she with you at the clinic? Did she seem | 

nervous or upset about the accident?) She was almost hysterical. 
(You think for the fact of hitting you?) i don't know, she was 
cussing me for doing this, - 

She went into a side building and used the telephone 
to call this guy and he was there in about twe minutes, he was 
somewhere close in another Cadillac. (You don’t know who this 
fellow was?) I don't know, but this Security Chief does know 
because got his name and everything, but it was never entered 
on the "accident report" because he wasn't actually involved. He 
said he lived right down the street in some apartment building 
and they checked on that and he didn't live there. 

He' (Security chief) was working for Texas Estimates 
during this time but now he is retired and he lives in Dallas. 

The Security Office for Texas Estimates in Dallas has this 
"Accident Report" and has this information on file and they have

Navarre interviewed MR^ A- B, SAUX, Adininistrator of ochsner

of JACK RUBY being a patient at the clinic* He stated that 
various news services had been calling the clinic in this 
respect, MR, SAUX stated that Dr, Ochsner had ordered a complete 
check of the files to determine if JACK RUBY had ever been a 
patient.

On Thursday, Hovembsr 14, 1963, I was employed at the . 


New Port Motel as a clerk and PBX operator. My boss, MR* PETER 
GUAR I SCO, who owns the motel had left for a Rotary Club meeting 
at about 11:45 A*M, The meeting was at the Hub Club and was to 
start at 12:CC o* clock* 


for PETE GUARISCO* I told him where PETE had gone and we started 
to talk. He told me of his business in Dallas and how it was 
nice to get away from it once in a while and how he had even gone 
to Mexico for a few days. He did not tell me when or where he 
had been in Mexico, but that he had already gone there. He 
introduced himself as JACK RUBY from Dallas and that he knew 
PETE GUARISCO very well and that he wanted to see him. He said 
that he' was on his way bo Dallas, He was talking to me alone, 
and he was by himself at that point - he came in alone, I then 
noticed this man sitting at a table about 15 feet from me fumblinc 
with the phone and causing the lights to light up on the sv/itch- 
board. The man had come in right after RUBY (a few seconds later] , 
I then asked him if i could help him, and he said that he was 
just ’waiting for someone. He continued fumbling with the phone, 
but I didn't say anything to him as ha appeared very nervous and 


At around 12:40 ame into the motel and asked 



he appeared that he didn't want to be looked at or talked to by 
anyone. There were other people in the place# but he just sat 
there and fumbled with the phono and didn't talk to anyone. I 
kept looking at him because he made me nervous as the lights on 
the board were lighting up. I talked with RUBY until about 
1:10 P.M. and during this time# he continuously turned around 
and looked at OSVrALD and winked at him cind kept talking. He 
continually stood right in front of my desk and the customers 
had to walk around him. RUBY also mentioned that he was either 
trying to charter a plane out of Patterson or going to catch a 
plane out of Patterson. He mentioned that he knew where to go 
in Patterson and that he was familiar with Patterson as he used 
to come dovm to the Hub Club in Morgan City and gamble. The 
Hub Club is owned by PETER B. GUARISCO (cousin) and I used to 
work there too, and I have seen CARLOS MARCELLO gambling there 
on many occasions. MARCELLO has also been in the New Port Motel 
and is a good friend of PETER J. GUARISCO. 

After he (RUBY) finished talking, he walked out of the 
motel and walked toward his automobile. He walked out of the 
side door under the carport and OSWALD got up and walked out of 
the front door. They met at the car and both got in. The car 
was at least two or three years old. I don't know the make and 
can't remember the color. As I look at this picture of OSWALD, 

I am .sure that this is the man that was in the motel with RUBY 
that day. He had a light colored T-shirt on, maybe faded green 
or faded blue and some old dirty blue jeans on. There was grease 
on the jeans and the shirt and a little grease on his face. His 
hair was messed up. Being as he was, I just thought that he was 
a mechanic. RUBY made no mention about car trouble. When. 


MR. GUARISCO came back, I told him that some man from Dallas was 


loo?<ing for hint, l>ut I didn't mention his name to him* He didn't 
question me on vho it was* he just more or less passed it off* 
However, i remember that on tite next day, Friday, November 15, 
he made a call to Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number. The operator called me the next day and told me that 
GOARISCO had phoned Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number and asked me if i knew the number, and I told her that I 
did not know the number and that she should talk to MR, GUARiSCO. 

I also remember that MR- GUARISCO also made another call to 
Dallas the Monday after RUBY shot OSWALD, but I don ' t know who 
he called- I do know that the call was charged to the motel, ^ 

I remember RUBY also from when he, used to come and 
gamble at Hub Club around 1945 to 1947, He used to come to 
Morgan City with a group of man from New Orleans to gamble at 
the Hub Club, They used to always talk about how it took them 
only one hour and 15 minutes to get here* RUBY used to always 
be very neat and well-dressed and always wore white suits and 
shoes during the summer months* He was a good tipper, and I 
have seen hi.m gamble many times in the company of CARLOS MARCELLO. 

It is common knowledge tha t MARCELLO loaned GUARISCO 
the money to build the motel, but no one could prove it.

Around the last part of September or first part of 
October as it was just getting daylight, a woman came into the 
motel alone and said to me "room, room*'- I asked her for how 
many, and she put up four fingers and said "Four."
